Commissioner Wacker Says 
Proposed Shore improvement 
Wil Protect the Bathers

„The five drownings at Cornelia beach 
last Sundey show the need for more 
safety beaches, said Charles H. Wacker, 
chairman of the Chicago plan commis- 
on. Whatever is the cause, the ma- 
jority of deaths to bathers in the lake 
each year ocour at unprotected beaches. 
Doubtless many occur to too venturesome 
bathers, but even that can be remedied 


| by having enough beaches properly safe- 


guarded. Tens of thousands bathe every 
summer dey at unprotected places in the 
lake because the protected public beaches 
cannot begin to meet the demand. 


Accommodations Inadequate. 

“ The single day maximum capacity of 
our nine public beaches accommodates 
only 5 per cent of our population. Six of 
these beaches provide neither bathing 
suits nor dressing room accommodations. 
From 600 to 800 people frequently are 
obliged to stand in line at the Lincoln and 
Jackson park beaches awaiting admit- 
tance. It is claimed that 60,000 bathers 
on @ single day have used the private and 
street end beaches along the north shore. 
This is 50 per cent of the total capacity 
of Chicago’s properly protected public 
beaches. ‘ 

The demand for additional lake front 
recreation factilties of all kinds is heavy. 
Realizing this, it is dificult for the people 
to restrain their impatience at delays in 
the progress of the splendid five mile 
south shore lake front stretch of park- 
landa, playgrounds, watercourses, yacht 
harbors, and protected bathing beaches 
proposed in the plan of Chicago. 


City Plan Near Completion. 

“Happily, thia great project,”’ contin- 
ued Mr. Wacker, under the guidance 
of Chaiman Harry E. Littler of the coun- 
oll committee continues to advance. The 
olty's engineering department within two 
or three weeke will doubtless have solved 
the remaining technical problems. Then 
the pending ordinances can be completed. 
When public activities are resumed in 
September rapid and satisfactory com- 
pletion of negotiations should be had.“

Washington, D. C., July 21 [Special. 
Another one of the schemes proposed by 
Louls Brandeis, special counsel for the 
inters ree commission in the 
5 per cent rate hearing, for increasing 
the income of railroads without making 
a horizontal increase in freight rates, was 
discarded by the commission today in a 
decision denying the carriers the right to 
make a charge for trap or ferry car serv- 

Last week the commission refused toal- 
low the railroads to make spotting 
charges. It has beén the custom for the 
railroads to place trap cars at indus- 
tries having private sidings, where they 
are loaded by the shippers with less than 
carload shipments and they ure then 
hauled to local transfer stations for hand- 
ling and forwarding. The practice of the 
railroads has been- not to make a * 
for his service. 

Protest “Trap” Charges. | 

After the 5 per cent decision was handed 
down, and in response to the Brandeis 
suggestions tariffs were filed containing 
a schedule of charges for trap car service. 
The charges varied in different localities, 
and at Chicago they were $4acar. 
Hundreds of protests were filed and the 
commission suspended the tariffs. The 
trap car service was of advantage to users 
because it saved them drayage of less 
than carload chipments. The service is 
also of benefit to the carriers, as it re-

Congestion at the Rush 
Street Bridge. 


Chicago is taking ite vehicle census 
within the district bounded by the river on 
the north, Sixteenth street on the south, 
Michigan avenue on the east, and the river 


| on the west. The figures thus far tabu- 


ated have amazed the officials of the street 
department. 

The census is under the direction of W. 
J. Galligan, assistant superintendent of 
streets, and Charles I. Smith, ward super- 
intendent in charge of street and alley 
statistics, and is to ascertain how ve 
hicular traffic affects the general work of 
street cleaning, and also to determine the 
amount of dally work individual employés 
ought to do each dax. 

Over Rush Street Bridge. 

On July 13, between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 6 p. m., 13,000 vehicles of all classes 
passed over the Rush street bridge, going 
north and south. Of this number 4,063 
Were passenger automobiles and motor 
driven trucks, all bound southward, while 
those going northward reached a total of 
7,057. South bound were 1,101 iron tired or 


~ horse drawn vehicles. Northward the 


number of the latter class was 1,389. Dur- 
ing the rush hour, between 5 and 6 o'clock 
in the evening, 440 autos and motor trucks 


crossed the bridge to the south, while the 


number of horse rigs in the same direc- 
tion was only 63. 
Figures show that of the gasoline and 
electric driven vehicles which passed the 
trueture northward, 284 were large loaded | 


trucks, 84 were empty. while the Nght ones | 
were 176 loaded and 68 empty. Of the pas- 
senger machines, 1,448 were two seated | 


and 4,948 were built for four or more per- 
sons, Of the horse drawn vehicles driven 


south during the nine hours of July 13, 


there was less than 100 two horse car- 
riages and one horse buggies. 


Count in State Street. 
The count in State street, between Mad- 
ison and Washington streets, July 19, be- 
tween 8 a. m. and 6 p. m., shows a grand 
total of all classes of vehicles, including 
street cars, of 11,674, or 1,297 each hour, 
and all headed in a northbound direction. 
Of large loaded auto trucks there were 
324. Only eight carrieges were tabbed, 
while twenty buggics were counted. 
*Street cars passing the length of tne 
block between Madison and Washing- 


„ 
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bered I. The total of all classes of 
vehicles, including street cars, traversing 
that block northward was 190.07 each 
hour. 

Excepting the street cars, northward 
traffic in that part of State street is four 
times greater than that in the opposite di- 
rection. For the day 4,558 vehicles of 
every sort. including street cars, passed 
southward from Washington to Madison 
street, and of the number there were only 
eight carriages and twenty-nine buggies.
